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Freshman Class of 7930 


The class of 1930 consists of forty one members of which

It was this year that the various bright colored skull caps 
appeared for the first time in the college. Their appearance was 
met with trumpets echoing throughout the quatranyle and with 
the words: “Youth is freshness, youth means joy, youth is po- 
wer’. Later some of the stimulating effects of the baps was lost 
due to the notice, forbidding them to be worn in the study hall 
and in the class rooms. Thus the caps became instruments to 
keep the hair in place, and caps for pic-nics and games. But the 
history of the class of 1930 dose not end here. It is a class 
which has great influence in the scholastic movements. 

Three of its members are in the Athletic Association. Three 
of them in the Y. M. C. A. Cabinet, and two in the Red Cross.

She herself pro- 
vides all the necessary equipment for the different sports, and 
encourages by every means the organization of field and track 
meets and championship tournaments. 

She is the home of athletics and her fortunate athletes will 
be future champions of the country. Her motto is always victory, 
and her aim to raise up the ideal spirit of sportmanship. In the 
nae of ‘Anatolia’, every opponent outside sees power 
skill together with gentleness and love of fellowship. 

During her short six years history, taking into consider- 
ation her economic status, she has done things that were not ex-

pected of her. Last year she won the interscholastic championship 
of Salonica, both in volleyball and football. 

In the panhellenic games last Easter in Athens, the famous 
basketball team of Ilercules with its Anatolian players, was 
proclaimed the champion of all Greece. 

At the end of the same year, Anatolia won first in the 
interscholastic track and field meet in the Stadium of Hercules. 

Hesides these, she won many other victories both in track 
and field events on her own campus. These are, in a few words, 
some of the ylorious achievments that balonz to the past. 

During this year, in spite of the absence of John 
Abadjoglou, Baboulouzian, Cheno, Alvanopoulos, and some of the 
best track men, Anatolian athletics show superiority in the 
activities that we have with outside teams. 


In this case we must not forget the great work of thus 
year’s Athletic Council. With Mr. Rallis as president, Mr. Gal- 
linos and Mr. Koulinyas as secratery and treasurer, and with 
the brotherly advice of Mr. Compton, the Dean of the College, 
it regulated and organized the various athletic events, both 
within and without the school. 

With the opening of the school, the foot-ball season started.

They didn’t take into consideration the small, but switt andl 
defensive Third Form players, and they lost it. 

The season of I$asketball, the beloved yaime of the Ana 
tolians, brought out great rivalry betwen the various teams in 
the interclass championship.

In volleyball, as it Was natural,the Argonants uf the Sopho- 
more class again showed their superiority in passiny over and 
putting the ball into the court of their oppoments. They are the 
champions. 


The interclass Baseball championship and track events they 
haven’t started yet, but the Sophomores ayain, will certainly 
await the time to get the banners for both, while the young 
Freshmen, with great hope follow in the tracks of the Sopho- 
mores, to strike their weak piont.

One of these instincts is the instinct of sclfish- 
ness, on which today, directly and indirectly, conditions of the 
world depend. Selfishness provokes jealousy, jealousy gives birth 


to hatred and revenye, retaliation again finding vent through 
War. 


In ancient times as well as in the Middle Ages, treaties 
which would harm the casy life of the nobles and which would 
not pay to those in power, were immediately annulled. Personal 
welfare involved the fate of thousands, and the ease of the few 
was dearly paid for by the sacrifice of the many. But with the 
lapse of time, man has been educated to see that all of the old 
strugvle and turmoil availed him nothing. Then, thinking on 
the matter more scriously, he has established such institutions 
as the League of Nations, and made such ayreements as the 
recent Pact of Paris. These things stand like symbols of mighty 
justice, and do their best to eliminate war, that irrational meth- 
od of scttliny differences. — 


The fact that youth all over the universe is stirred with 
the incentive to either outlaw or do away with all war, tsa 
consoling fragment of news. The Pact of Paris means that young 
lives which would have been sacrificed on the field of battle 
will now be consecrated to constructive work. War as a means 
of conflict is unjust and destructive, while discussion of the ques- 
tions which provoke war leads to cooperation and to better 


understanding. 

Away with war, far away with it, and instead of the boom 
of guns and the hum of cannon, Ict the sweet words of the 
angels, “Peace on earth, good will to men,’ echo and reecho 
around the world.
